Donaldson, of the University of Edinburg, 
when sounding u set of small organ pipes 
of great acuteness of tone, in the presence 
of his class. First а grave note, recognized 
by the whole class; but presenting different.

оша distinctly hear the shrill piping con- 
tinued. Т! unds becoming more acute, 
one after another could not sense the same, 
until finally they became inaudible to all. 

To the untatored mind, music is noise; 
and not until its dormant facultles are 
aroused, can the-various notes be accurately 
discerned, and the beauty of the same per- 
ceived; advancing still—further, intuition 
feels what the senses fail to convey, and fi- 
nally the soul is brought in rapport with 
the spirit of things, and itis then that spir- 
it voices are heard; music from celestial 
sources greets you when least expected, and 
relatives long sincé deceased whisper their 
messages of sympathy and affection, as you 
journey along in life. 

Mozart was in harmony with the very 
soul of music. Intuitively he comprehend-

hem, Hunterdon county, New Jersey, March 
Wen, 1814, and is consequently sixty-four 
years of age. Пів father died when he was 
only two years and а half old, leaving bim 


to which his mother submitted with deep 
grief. 

This grandfather came from Germany 
while yet a boy, in 1780, the original name 
being Fishbach; but he never succeeded in 
mastering the English language. Ho wad 
lionest, kind-hearted, amiable, and his old 
nelghbors still speak of him аз "toat good 
old man,“ 

Mr. Físhbough's maternal ancestors were 
English, emigrating at an earlier day than 
his paternal Her name was Margaret 
‘Thorp, and her parenta lived toan advanced 
age. They were both what-would be called 
Spiritualists, being subsext to víslons, proph- 
etic dreams and other experlences. His 
mother Inherited К rare gifts in a mark- 
ed degree, and saw and converged with an- 
gels. She possessed unusually strong intel- 
ectual and clear reasoning powers, though 
her education was limited, She was roligi- 
ous and a communicant of the Methodist 
Church, yet, for several years preceding 
her death in 1847, she waa inclined to Uni- 
versalism. She was one of those rare bo- 
ings who lived even more for the happiness 
of others than for her own, and was almost 

"a very angel by the bedside of thesick and 
dying. 

Through the indulgence of his grandfath- 
er, the boy was allowed to spend his early 
days much as he pleased, except when such 
work was to be done as he was able to per- 
form. He was chore and errand boy, and
